| Province of Alberta Shows In-
| crease of Over 20 Millions.

| Figuree just compiled by the public
Ity branch of the provineinl depart
| ment show that last year, notwith
| standing that guite a third of the pro
| vlnce was affected by the drought to
| & very serious extent, the total value
of agricultural preducts actually pro
duced in the province showed an In
crease of over twenty million dollars
| over that of the previous year. Al
though southern Alberta had a bad
year agriculturally, the province as a
|“h“|l" experienced a period of great
prosperity, due principally to mixed
farming, which is becoming more gen
ernl with each succeeding year,

The value of mixed farming, in fact,
was never better illusirated than last

year a8 the value of the animals
| elaughtered and sold alone equaled
the value of the spring wheat crop.

try, vegetubles, and other by-products
of the farm
Oats was the banner grain crop

1,147,382 acrea being seeded, and pro
ducing 34,397,117 bushels, or 30156 tc
the acre.

INFERTILE EGGS KEEP BEST

Do Not Permit Male Bird With Flock
After Hatching Season—Farmer
Sustains Big Loss.

It is conservatively estimated that
there Is an annual loss in eges in this
country of £45,000000, Practically all
of this enortmous loss 18 sustalned by
the farmerg of this country, as it s
on the general farms that the greal
bulk of egge is produced, A very greal
part of this loss can be prevented by
the production of Iinfertile eggs
which are lald by hens that do not
have a male bird with them. The male
bird has no Influence whatever on the
number of egegs laid. Therefore, as
soon as the hatching season is over
the male should be removed from the
Nock.

The greatest trouble from blood
rings in eggs occurs In hot weather,
Special eare should be given to the
gathering and storing of the eggs
during the late spring and summer
months. At thesa times the eggé
should be gathered at least twice a
day, placed in a room or cellar where
the temperature deoes not rise above
70 degrees Fahrenheit, and marketed
two or three times a week.

Blood rings are cauted by the de
velopment of the embryo of a fertile
ege and its subsequent death. It ls
Impossible to hateh an infertile egg or
cause a blood ring to form in one.
It is generally considered that eggs
become infertile from seven to four-
teen days after the male bird s re
moved from the flock. Repeated ex-
periments have ghown that where
fertile and infertile egge are kept un-
der simllar conditions, the fertlle
eggs spoiled much quicker, due to tho
fact that they deteriorate faster than
Infertile eggs in the average summer
temperature. Summer heat has the
same effect ar the hen or incubator on
fertile eggs. Sell, kill, or confine the
male bird as soon as the hatching sea-
pon is over.
